To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Dalton-in-Furness 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  it  is  my  duty  to 
present  to  you,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  a report  of  the  health  and 
sanitary  c<)nditions  of  the  District  under  my  supervision  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. — From  the  reports  which  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  presents  tothe  Health  Committee  each  month, 
it  must  be  obvious  that  the  district  is  the  subject  of  regular 
systematic  inspection,  and  I am  convinced  that  no  one  could  be 
more  solicitous  for  the  sanitary  welfare  of  the  people  than  he 
is,  and  I always  feel  quite  confident  of  his  conscientious  dis- 
charge of  duty. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  undertakers  for  the  water  supply  to  your 
district  are  the  Barrow  Corporation,  the  supply  being  derived 
.Rom  their  reservoir  at  Poaka  Beck. 

.\t  no  time  has  there  been  any  shortage,  and  its  quality  has 
been  beyond  suspicion.  With  a view  to  the  improvement  of 
house  supplies,  many  renewals  of  service  mains  have  been 
effected  ; unfortunately  there  are  certain  dwellings  which,  on 
account  of  their  high  position  which  cannot  be  served  from  the 
mains.  Newton,  Pennington  'Town  End  and  'Tunnel  Cottages  are 
now  receiving  their  supply  at  an  increased  pressure. 

DRAINAGE — PARADISE. — lam  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  scheme  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  this 
Hamlet,  comprising  eight  houses  has  been  completed,  the 
sewage  discharging  into  a septic  tank  constructed  upon  land 
acquired  for  the  purpose. 
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ASKAM. — The  remodelling  of  the  system  of  sewerage  and  sew'age 
disposal  foJ  Askam  has  had  the  anxious  attention  of  the  Council 
for  some  years,  and  only  the  question  of  the  very  heavy  cost 
has  prevented  the  scheme  being  carried  out.  As  the  matter 
stands  at  present,  your  Surveyor  informs  me  that  as  a first 
instalment  to  the  full  scheme  plans  are  being  prepared  by  a 
Consulting  Engineer  for  the  provision  of  Disposal  Works. 
Doing  the  work  in  sections,  although  very  slow,  will  lighten  the 
burden  of  cost. 

LINDAL  SEWAGE  WORKS. — I have  always  tried  to  think  that 
these  works  w'ere  acting  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  that  a 
fairly  pure  effluent  was  being  discharged  into  the  stream,  but 
the  farmer  through  whose  land  the  stream  flows  continued  to 
make  complaints  and  it  was  dec  ided  to  lay  a 21  inch  pipe  from 
the  works, to  the  Railway  embankment. 

HOUSING. — We  have  arrived  at  another  stage  in  our  housing 
progress;  96  houses  were  inspected  and  represented  for  closure 
and  demolition,  out  of  these,  the  Council  decided  that  89  should 
be  represented,  and  we  now  await  the  Ministrys’  Report  on  an 
Inquiry  held  by  one  of  their  Inspectors.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS, — Althougli,  1 feel  that  milk  prod- 
ucers realise  more  and  more  that  there  is  an  urgent  desire  for 
pure  milk,  yet,  one  could  not  visit  many  of  our  dairy  farms 
without  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  need  for  still 
greater  care.  Grooming  of  cattle  and  personal  cleanliness  of  the 
milkers  are  greatly  neglected,  one  would  not  expect  that  such  a 
simple  thing  as  washing  the  hands  before  commencing  to  milk 
would  be  neglected,  but  it  is. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION.— 1 cannot 
add  anything  to  what  I have  said  in  previous  reports  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  Slaughter  houses,  there  is  no  improvement. 
With  regard  to  the  meat  inspection,  this  is  regularly  carried  out, 
and  by  an  In.spector  who  is  well  qualified  to  do  the  work.  In  this 
connection  I append  hereto  a table  showing  the  amount  of  meat 
condemned  during  the  year.

— T he  actual  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  district 
was  152,  of  these  four  were  non-residents  and  were  transferred 
away;  but  39  deaths  of  residents  occured  outside  the  district  and 
were  transferred  making  the  corrected  number  of  deaths  187, 
producing  a death-rate  of  17.8  per  1000,  last  year  there  were  126 
deaths,  the  death-rate  being  12.6  per  1000.

INFANTILE  DEA  THS. — 1 he  infantile  death-rate  is  found  by 
taking  the  number  of  deaths  of  inlants  under  one  year  of  age  by 
the  registered  births  of  the  district,  and  I find  that  at  this  age 
period  there  have  been  9 deatlis  giving  an  infantile  death-rate 
of  63.9  per  1000  births.  Last  year  tliere  were  10  infantile  deaths, 
the  rate  per  1000  births  being  64.1.

'Tlie  Infantile  Death-rate  for  the  Lindal  and  Marton  District 
seems  to  be  especially  high,  but  it  is  not  really  so  when  we 
remember  that  we  are  dealing  with  such  a very  low  birth-rate  ; 
of  the  nine  recorded  deaths  1 thinl:  we  may  safely  say  that  three 
of  these  arose  from  preventable  causes. 


In  connection  with  Infantile  Deaths  1 have  been  furnislied 
througli  tlie  kindness  of  Nurse  Tomkinson,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Dalton  Centre  of  the  activities  of  the  centre  from  day  to  day. 
The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Clinic  is  Dr.  Catlow.  'I'he 
Centre  isopen  on  i'uesdays  from  9-30  to  12  for  Minor  Ailments, 
Nurse  in  attendance.

During  year  1936  there  were  13  deaths  from  the  various 
manifestations  of  Cancer,  the  rate  per  1000  then  being  1.24, 
so  although  there  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  create  any  alarm,  and  one  may  hope  for  still  better 
results  if  the  public  can  be  made  to  realise  that  Cancer  is  a 
curable  disease  if  taken  in  time. 
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ZYMOTIC  DEA 1 HS. — There  have  only  been  two  deaths,  viz: 
from  Whooping  Cough,  from  diseases  of  the  Zymotic  type, 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  0.19  per  1000.

SCARLE  T FEVER. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  Dalton  and 
•Askam  throughout  the  lirst  nine  months  of  the  year,  but 
the  cases  were  usually  of  a very  mild  type,  indeed  Scarlet 
Fever,  in  the  last  few  years  appears  to  haVe  almost  entirely 
changed  its  type  and  become  a very  much  milder  disease. 


INFLUENZA. — Especially  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year 
Influenza  was  very  extensively  prevalent  and  gave  rise  to  19 
deaths.

Fifteen  throat  swabs  have  been 
examined  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  one  blood  test.
